ENERGY TIPS FROM JIM HULL 

"Did you know - that a single 75w lamp 
bulb produces more light than two 40w 
bulbs? Where the fixture permits, one 
larger lamp of 25% less total wattage will 
give approximately the same output of light. 
You save electricity as well as on the cost 
of lamps. One caution: never exceed the 
wattage the fixture was designed for. 

"Did you know - that cooking utensils 
made of glass or Ceramics can save energy 
for you? Such utensils generally require 
temperature settings about 25 degrees 
lower than you would need for metal pans."
